WHAT I LEARNED IN 1907. 


We have received many kind congratulations on this article. 
These congratulations were very useful, because they saved us from 
thinking that this plan, which we embraced with much enthusiasm 
the moment it was mentioned, was a failure. It looked that way to 
us, because we asked about fifty people to lend a hand to it and 
about five responded. But it did not look that way to our friends 
who read the five good articles that came and knew nothing about 
the forty-five that did not come. So we said to ourselves, ‘‘ Cheer 
up!’’ And we say to you, ‘‘If you did not remember that you 
learned anything in 1907, watch now and see what you learn in 
1908, and put it down as soon as you learn it on a sheet of paper, 
and put that sheet of paper in an envelope and send the envelope 
and contents to us on November 20th, 1908. 


THE TRAINING OF MIDWIVES. 


At least 70 per cent. of the maternity cases in England and 
Wales are attended by midwives alone, and in 1910 the new Act 
(of 1902), by which registration and inspection are established, 
comes into full force, making it illegal for any woman _ to 
practise as a midwife habitually or for gain unless she is 
on the Register. This will affect about half the midwives prac- 
tising at present. But as things are the number of trained mid- 
wives is inadequate, and, besides, it is impossible for a woman to 
earn a living wage at midwifery alone, having no other means of 
subsistence. The Association for Promoting the Training and 
Supply of Midwives is making great and noble efforts not only to 
inerease the supply, but to obtain from the State, or otherwise, 
money to provide trained midwives for the poor. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury is President of the Association, and Princess Henry 
of Battenberg, Lord Balfour of Burleigh, Lady Acland, and others 
are deeply interested and are assisting. 
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The following facts show the seriousness of the situation: 

Three thousand mothers die annually in Great Britain on ac- 
count of the ignorance of midwives. One-fourth of all cases of 
blindness are due to the same cause. 

The Coroner of East London, Mr. Wynne Baxter, has during 
the last six years held inquests on 363 children who died within 
24 hours of birth, and on 2,168 who had not lived twelve months. 

What a good thing it is that in Canada the doctor, and not an 
untrained midwife, has, as a rule, charge of maternity cases. 


THE ORDER OF MERIT. 


We had the honor of announcing in our last number that news 
had just reached us of the King’s gracious action in conferring on 
Miss Florence Nightingale the Order of Merit. Miss Nightingale is 
the twentieth person who has received this great honor. It was in- 
stituted by King Edward VII. on June 23rd, 1902, and ordinary 
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members are ‘‘such persons, being subjects of our Crown, as may 
have rendered exceptionally meritorious services in our Army and 
our Navy, or who may have rendered exceptionally meritorious 
service towards the advancement of Art, Literature and Science.’’ 
The Order was afterwards extended to include foreign persons, and 
numbers 16 eminent Englishmen and three illustrious Japanese. 

The Order of Merit is the third distinction bestowed on Miss 
Nightingale. Queen Victoria bestowed on her the Royal Red Cross, 
and in 1904 the King made her a Lady of Grace of the Order of St. 
John of Jerusalem. The following interesting account of the pre- 
sentation appears in the British Journal of Nursing: 

‘‘The insignia of the Order of Merit were conveyed to Miss 
Florence Nightingale by Colonel Sir Douglas Dawson, Registrar 
and Secretary of the Central Chancery of the Orders of Knight- 
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hood, on Thursday, December 5th, 1907. Sir Douglas Dawson 
drove from St. James’ Palace in a Royal carriage to Miss Nightin- 
gale’s residence in South Street, Park Lane, W., where members of 
her family were waiting to receive him. 

‘**By command of His Majesty the King, I have come,’ said 
Sir Douglas, ‘to convey the insignia of the Order of Merit to Miss 
Florence Nightingale.’ 

**The case containing the cross of the Order, with its beautiful 
blue and rose ribbon, was then conveyed to Miss Nightingale, who 
remained in her own room, but received the insignia with much 
pleasure, and dictated her thanks for the honor conferred upon her 
by her Sovereign, as follows: 

‘His Majesty King Edward VII.—Miss Florence Nightingale 
desires to express to his Majesty her gratitude for the honor he has 
done her in graciously appointing her to the Order of Merit. She 
feels keenly the honor it is to be associated with the distinguished 
men already members of the Order.’ 

**The message was at once conveyed to Sir Douglas Dawson. 

‘**By the courtesy of the Lord Chancellor’s Office, we are able to 
give the accompanying illustrations of the Order, which represent 
its actual size. It is carried out in blue, red, and green enamel. 
The centre of the cross, bearing the words ‘‘For Merit,’’ is of blue 
enamel surrounded by a wreath of laurels, and the arms, which are 
eight-pointed, are carried out in red. The reverse side bears the 
King’s monogram. The cross is surmounted by a crown, and is 
suspended by a handsome ribbon, two inches wide, in soft shades 
of royal blue and rose red. 

‘The German Emperor, on December 10th, sent a beautiful 
bouquet to Miss Florence Nightingale through the medium of his 
Ambassador. The gift was accompanied by a letter expressing his 
Imperial Majesty’s esteem and his appreciation of her great ser- 
vices to nursing.’’ 


THE DEATH OF MISS CHILMAN. 


It is with the deepest regret that we announce the sudden death 
of Miss Chilman, Superintendent of the General Hospital at Strat- 
ford. Miss Chilman was universally esteemed and beloved, both by 
the profession and the public, wherever she worked. Those who 
knew her will recall her handsome presence, her kindliness of speech 
and action, her dignity of thought and bearing, and will long ‘‘for 
the touch of a vanished hand and the sound of a voice that is still.’”’ 
Few, indeed, among our Canadian hospital superintendents will be 
more greatly missed or more sincerely mourned. Miss Chilman was 
the daughter of the late J. C. Chilman of Hamilton, and leaves her 
mother, three brothers, and five sisters, one of whom is in Australia, 
to mourn her loss. She was a distinguished graduate of Toronto 
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General Hospital, and after graduating was for some years Head 
Nurse of the ‘‘Pavilion’’ there. She had been for nine years Super- 
intendent of the General Hospital at Stratford, where her adminis- 
tration was eminently successful. Miss Chilman was loyal to the 
profession of which she was a leader, and seldom or never missed a 
meeting of the Graduate Nurses’ Association of Ontario. Her illness 
was very brief, and the cause of her death was cardiac failure oc- 
curring as a complication in a severe attack of influenza. She was 
on duty almost to the last. 

A brief funeral service was held at the Nurses’ Residence by the 
Rev. Mr. Martin of Knox Church. The pall-bearers were distin- 
guished citizens of Stratford, and the Mayor of the city, Mr. Gor- 
don, accompanied by the Hon. Thomas Ballantyne, went down to 
Hamilton to be present at the funeral. 

The following resolution was passed by the Hospital Trust: 

‘‘The members of the City of Stratford General Hospital Trust 
are shocked at the serious loss to the community occasioned by the 
sudden death of Miss Chilman, the Lady Superintendent of the In- 
stitution, whose affairs she has advised and assisted them in ad- 
ministering for many past years. Miss Chilman possessed excep- 
tional abilities, not only in the profession of nursing, but necessarily 
as a foremost executive officer. It is mainly to her that the public 
are indebted for the high character our institution has attained 
amongst the public hospitals of the Province. She introduced many 
new features of value in practice here, and developed every branch 
of the service to the utmost degree of efficiency. She was wise and 
prudent in mind and manner, so that difficulties which constantly 
arise in dealing with interests diverse in their nature were always 
harmonized, and pleasant relations were constantly maintained be- 
tween all who were concerned in hospital work.’’ 

The editor and members of the Editorial Board of THe Cana- 
DIAN NursE deplore the loss of one of their best friends, and would 
offer to the family their deep and heartfelt sympathy. 


OpiTuaRy.—Miss M. M. Paterson, a graduate of the Montreal 
General Hospital Training School for Nurses, died of typhoid fever 
at the American Hospital, Mexico City, Mexico, December 30th, 
1907. Miss Paterson has done private nursing in Mexico City for 
the past five years, and was beloved by all who knew her. The 
nurses of Mexico, her friends, and patients have suffered a great 
loss. The remains were interred New Year’s morning in the British 
Cemetery, Mexico City.

Trained Nurses in Prisons.—At the last meeting of the 
Matrons’ Council Conference, Mrs. Bedford Fenwick presented a 
thoughtful and truly progressive paper on this subject. Prison 
infirmaries, it should go without saying, should be under trained 
nurses. 

ENGLAND. 


_ School of Cookery.—A well-equipped School of Cookery has 
just been opened at Charing Cross Hospital, and it has been decided 
to open classes there for the benefit of graduate nurses and of 
nurses in other hospitals. 


Mental Nurses’ Co-operation.—lhe new club-room of the 
Mental Nurses’ Co-operation, at 115 Edgware Road, London, was 
opened in December, when a very pleasant and successful At Home 
was held. 


Nurses’ Missionary League.—This good and useful Guild of 
Nurses is, we are glad to learn, flourishing greatly, both in work 
and numbers. Twenty-seven new members have joined in the last 
two or three months. The annual subscription is 2s. 


Short Sleeves.—This, an invariable custom in Danish hospitals, 
has lately been adopted in some English hospitals. At the Child- 
ren’s Hospital, in St. Ormond Street, London, the sleeve of the 
uniform is turned up above the elbow, and a white sleeve is worn 
from the elbow to the shoulder when the nurse is on duty in the 
wards. 


The London ‘‘Royal Free.’’--This excellent Hospital }ad a 
red-letter day a few weeks ago, when H. R. H. Princess Christian, 
President of the Hospital, accompanied by her sister, Princess 
Louise, Duchess of Argyle, visited the wards, inaugurated the new 
operating theatre and was present at the dedication services of the 
beautiful new mortuary chapel, conducted by the Archbishop of 
London. All these additions to the Hospital are most modern and 
perfect of their kind. The ‘‘Royal Free,’’ as everyone knows, is the 
Hospital of the London School of Medicine for Women. 


IRELAND. 


St. Lawrence’s Home.— The Countess of Aberdeen, Archbishop 
Walsh, and a large and distinguished company, attended the annual 
meeting of the St. Lawrence’s Catholic Home for Nurses in Dublin. 
St. Lawrence’s nurses during the last five years have attended 8,000 
eases in Dublin. They will help in the campaign against tuber- 
culosis. 
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The Irish Nurses’ Association.—In the Lecture Course of 
this important Association, Dr. Ella Ovenden spoke recently on 
‘‘Hygiene,’’ and made her subject very interesting. She referred 
to the fact that King Edward recently had his prize cattle at San- 
dringham tested for tuberculosis, and fifty out of seventy were 
found infected. A large number of pictures were used to illustrate 
the lecture. Dr. Ovenden, in acknowledging a vote of thanks and 
congratulations on her approaching marriage, answered an enquiry 
made by one of the nurses, by saying that ‘‘she hoped to continue 
many of her professional duties after her marriage, and not the 
least of those were her lectures to the nurses, which always gave her 
great pleasure.’’ 


The Belfast Nurses’ Club.—On the third floor of Crane’s 
Buildings, Wellington Place, the Ulster Branch of the Irish Nurses’ 
Association has secured a new club-room and made a home. Lady 
Hermione Blackwood is President, and the Dowager Lady Dufferin 
was among the guests. On the opening day the club-room. with its 
cheerful fire and electric light, and its color scheme of green and 
white, contrasting with dark oak furniture, was all brightness and 
comfort. The annual subscription is 5s. for nurses and 2s. 6d. for 
probationers, but most of the matrons generously give a guinea 
subscription. The club-room is open from 10.00 a.m. to 8.00 p.m., 
and there members may read, write, see friends, and have tea. 
There are already 147 members. Does this not make you wish for 
a elub-room in Halifax, St. John, Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg, 
Vancouver, or wherever you are? 


SCOTLAND. 

The Scottish Nurses’ Club.—The temporary Committee of 
the Club have already secured a club-room at No. 17 South Castle 
Street, Edinburgh, where a tea-room, reading room, writing room 
and recreation room will be open daily from 9.00 a.m. to 8.30 p.m., 
and on Sundays from 2.00 to 6.00 p.m. All nurses resident in Seot- 
land are eligible for membership, and the entrance fee is 5s.. 
the annual subscription being also 5s. At a concert held 
for the benefit of the club, Lady Helen Munro Ferguson spoke of 
the advantages it afforded in a great medical centre like Edinburgh. 
The Secretary is Miss Halkett, Pitfirrane, Dunfermline. 

A Sick Benefit Fund.—As a result of the Grand Bazaar held 
lately on behalf of the Glasgow and West of Scotland Co- 
operation of Trained Nurses, a sum of over £4,000 has been realized 
for the Sick Fund. This Co-operation has been in existence for 
fifteen years, and has nursed 16,000 cases. Sir Hector Cameron, in 
a speech given on the opening day, remarked that there was no 
other profession where one must be 23 years of age before one could 
begin the technical training, nor any other where active service ter- 
minated so soon as 50 or 55 years of age. The personal service which 
a nurse renders in serious illness was priceless, and, therefore, in- 
adequately remunerated. 
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INDIA 

Lady Dufferin Victoria Hospital.—At this fine Hospital in 
Calcutta a new departure has been made, and a new ward, to be 
known, by special permission, as the Princess of Wales’ Cottage 
Ward, has been opened. It is for ‘‘purda nashin,’’ or high caste 
Indian ladies, who have hitherto, by the rules of their caste, been 
unable to avail themselves of hospital privileges. This special ward 
will afford them such privacy that they can now come. 


SOUTH AMERICA. 


Buenos Aires.—A London Hospital Nurse has just started a 
Nurses’ Co-operation in Buenos Aires. 


FRANCE 
Since the Eighth Century.—On January Ist, 1908, the 
Augustinian Sisters will leave the Hotel Dieu, where they have 
nursed the patients since the eighth century A.D. The Sisters are 
transferring their mother-house to a private hospital in the Rue 
des Plantes. 
ITALY. 
« The Garibaldi Hospital—Temporary quarters have been 
secured for this Hospital, which has just been opened, in the pres- 
ence of the civil authorities, Admiral Bianco, General Ricciotti, and 
Madame Costanza Garibaldi, who inaugurated the hospital. An 
English nurse will probably be in charge. 


GERMANY. 

The German Empress.—During her recent visit to England 
with the Kaiser, the Kaiserin found time to visit the German Hos- 
pital at Dalston, where everyone, from the Chairman, Baron von 
Schroder, to the smallest child in the wards, was delighted to see 
her. Six hundred children from the seven German schools in Lon- 
don came to receive her, and cheered and waved their flags when 
she appeared. The Empress visited the Children’s Ward first, lis- 
tened to them sing ‘‘Der Herr ist Treu,’’ took some of the little 
children in her arms, said to a fourteen-year-old English girl, in 
English, ‘‘Have you much pain, dear?’’ and shook hands with as 
many as possible. Her Majesty then visited the other wards, con- 
versed kindly with the matron and sisters, especially with Sister 
Margaretha, who has been 56 years in the Hospital, and presented 
a donation of £50 to the funds of the Hospital. This Hospital was 
founded in 1845, and the nursing staff originally came from the 
Deaconess Institution at Kaiserwerth, in Germany, where Florence 
Nightingale was trained.

Tue Registry Committee held its regular monthly meeting on 
January 6th, at 644 Spadina Avenue. Members present, six. 
The Registrar’s report showed that the members number 259; 
calls for December, 110 (registry 78, personal 28, visiting nurse 4) ; 
savings bank account, $400.00; current account, $116.92; on hand, 
$10.00. There were seven applications to consider, and of these five 
were approved. The committee were very sorry to learn of the ill- 
ness of one of their number, Miss Weyer, who has typhoid at her 
home in Peterboro. It was decided to send her flowers with the 
good wishes of her fellow-workers for a-speedy recovery. 
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THE Woodstock General Hospital has received a bequest of 
$3,000.00 for the establishment of a new ward. 


THe Calendar or Circular of Information of the Butterworth 
Hospital Training School for Nurses (Grand Rapids, Mich.), is an 
attractive and finely illustrated pamphlet. 


THE Ottawa Graduate Nurses’ Association held its first 
meeting at the Young Women’s Christian Association at 3.30 p.m. 
on Thursday, 9th January, 1908. Miss Damer was present and 
addressed the first meeting of the club. 


Tue building and furnishing of Neepawa General Hospital 
have cost about $17,500.00, of which only $3,000.00 remains un- 
paid. The Directors have an offer of $850.00 if they can raise the 
additional sum. The rural municipalities, the farmers and the citi- 
zens will, it is expected, ‘be generous and enable the Hospital to 
begin the new year free of debt. 


Tue Lady Superintendent, Miss Snively, and the Nurses of 
Toronto General Hospital gave a most successful At Home on 
December 27th, at the Nurses’ Residence. It was one of those oe- 
casions when everybody dances, and nobody can remember a 
pleasanter evening. The Governors of the Hospital, the Visiting 
Staff and others were present among the guests. 


Miss EuizABetH Davipson (graduate T.G.H., 1905) has ac- 
cepted the position of Superintendent of the McKellar General 
Hospital at Fort William. Miss Banks, the former Superintendent, 
resigned her position in October, 1907, and was presented by the 
medical staff with a jewelled bracelet, by the Hospital Board with a 
beautiful necklace, with their regrets at her leaving. Miss Banks 
will reside in the West for the present, and will take a needed rest 
from professional duties of about a year. 

BrREHMER Rest, in Quebec, near Montreal, is a unique and use- 
ful institution, with a short, but interesting, history. Dr. 8. A. 
Knopf, of New York, the great authority on tuberculosis, who vis- 
ited it in 1907, called it ‘‘The Preventatorium.’’ Early in 1905 a 
few Montreal ladies met, at the invitation of Dr. A. J. Richer, and 
these ladies must have been well and wisely chosen, for they be- 
came the founders of the institution and did the arduous work of 
collecting the necessary funds. Brehmer Rest was opened in the 
brief time of three months thereafter. It is a recuperation home, 
where men or women who need care in debility, anemia, convales- 
cence from pleurisy, pneumonia, etc., so that tuberculosis shall not 
develop, may find such care. It is non-sectarian, the charge made 
is only $4.00 per week (about half the actual cost of maintenance), 
so that none need be shut out, and to the deserving poor an Auxil- 
iary Committee provides for admission free of cost. How many 
lives might be saved if others, hearing of Brehmer Rest, said to 
themselves, ‘‘Go, and do thou likewise.”’ 
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THE usual monthly meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Toronto Graduate Nurses’ Club was held at Mr. Greer’s residence, 
15 Bain Avenue, on Wednesday, January 8th, at 3 p.m. The fol- 
lowing members were present: The Mesdames Roden, Fred. C., the 
Misses Bowerman, Argue, Mary Gray and Barwick. It was decided 
to give a tea for the graduate nurses of Toronto, to be held the last 
week in January, the exact date and place to be settled later. The 
**Made in Canada’’ Fair that the nurses are getting up in aid of 
the Nurses’ Club House is to be held in Easter week, and the 
committee are most anxious that as many nurses as possible will 
consent to make fancy articles, and also will interest their friends 
in this most worthy object. After some minor business was settled 
the committee adjourned to enjoy a cup of tea, most thoughtfully 
provided by Mr. Greer. 


THE new hospital which has been built at Almonte, Ont., by 
Mr. Bennett Rosamund, and deeded to the V. O., is charmingly 
situated near the River Mississippi, which flows very swiftly 
through the pretty town. The hospital commands a wide view 
of the country. It has a waterworks system of its own, run by 
electricity, the lighting being also electrical. There are two sun 
parlors off the two public wards, which contain four beds each, 
and are on the main storey. On the upper fiat are four private 
wards. Every room is very cheerful and pleasant. The town is 
most enthusiastic in its support of the hospital, and have every 
reason to be proud of their new building and its generous donor. 
The Board and Ladies’ Auxiliary gave as a Christmas box to Miss 
Shields, the Hospital Superintendent, a handsome travelling bag. 
Miss Shields has done much hard work in a very inconvenient 
place, and they wished to mark their appreciation of her self- 
sacrifice. 


THE exercises in connection with the graduation of the first class 
in the recently established Training School for Nurses at the To- 
ronto Hospital for the Insane were held in the lecture hall on the 
evening of December 19th, 1907. The report of the Training School 
was read by Inspector Rogers. It outlined briefly the work being 
done by the school and the value of the trained nurse in caring for 
the difficult class of patients received in institutions for the insane. 
Mr. E. R. Rogers, Inspector of Prisons and Asylums, presented the 
diplomas to the eleven graduates, and the class pins were awarded 
by Mrs. Rogers.

THE first graduating exercises of the Neepawa General Hospital 
were held on December 5th and were very successful. The two 
first graduates were Miss McConnell and Miss Johnson. The 
President, Dr. McFadden, was in the chair, and congratulated the 
nurses, saying that he had no doubt they would fulfill the duties 
of their profession in a manner satisfactory to those with whom 
they came in contact, a credit to themselves, and an honor to the 
Neepawa Training School which had sent them forth. The people 
of Neepawa and surrounding municipalities were thanked for the 
aid they had given the hospital in the past, and were told that the 
keen interest they are now showing in hospital affairs, particularly 
the paying off of the indebtedness, was encouraging to the Direc- 
tors, and highly appreciated by the Board. Eloquent and con- 
gratulatory speeches were also delivered by Ex-President J. J. 
Hamilton, Drs. McRae, Poole and McInnis, Reeves McNair and 
Little, Dr. DeMattos, Mr. Davis and Mr. Wemyss. After the 
speeches the company present enjoyed a musical programme. A 
neat and dainty recherche tea was served at 11. The singing of 
**Auld Lang Syne’’ concluded the evening. The Lady Superin- 
tendent, Miss Seott, has made an eminent success of her training 
school for nurses, and her work, both in this and the management 
of the hospital, has been of a highly satisfactory character. 


On Thursday, November the 14th, 1907, the Fancy Fair under 
the auspices of the Daughters of the Empire, for the purpose of 
raising funds to establish an hospital in Orangeville, was opened 
at 1 o’clock, in a very appropriate and pleasing manner. Mr. C. R. 
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McKeown, the member of the local Legislature for the County of 
Dufferin, and Mayor of the town of Orangeville, made the opening 
address, and after extending to the ladies the privilege of the town 
to conduct their bazaar in the manner desired he extended to them 
heartiest congratulations upon their undertaking and the _ har- 
monious and co-operative energy displayed, which had pressed for- 
ward the scheme they had so enthusiastically set on foot. On be- 
half of the Daughters of the Empire, he desired to express their 
thanks to all, both in town and county, who had so generously con- 
tributed to the suecess of the bazaar which was then about to com- 
menee. After a few remarks very appropriate to the oceasion, he 
introduced to the assembly Dr. Barr, the member of the House of 
Commons for the county. Dr. Barr was enthusiastically received 
and expressed his gratification at the fact that after many years’ 
delay there was now a possibility that we would have a first-class 
hospital, and would not be depending upon other counties for the 
eare of those who should be cared for within our own borders. At 
the conelusion of Dr. Barr’s address Mrs. McIntyre, in a very ef- 
fective manner, recited the poem dedicated to the Daughters of the 
Empire by Mrs. Frank, and the opening ceremonies were very fit- 
tingly brought to a conclusion by the presentation to the Orange- 
ville Chapter of the Daughters of the Empire by Mrs. Dewar, their 
honored and esteemed Regent, of a beautiful Union Jack, the colors 
of the Order. The colors were received by Mrs. (Dr.) Bowles, the 
Standard Bearer, on behalf of the Chapter, and beautiful sheaves 
of American Beauty roses were presented by Mrs. W. R. Kent, the 
Secretary, to Mrs. Dewar, the Regent of the Chapter, and to Mrs. 
Barr and Mrs. McKeown, First Vice-Regent. About eight hundred 
dollars was realized in the two days’ Fair. The county seems to feel 
that it must have a hospital. Two concerts are being held this month 
with this object in view. A mile of coppers, which, if successful, 
will realize $600.00, is to be started in Grand Valley. When at least 
two thousand to three thousand dollars is on hand steps will be 
taken to begin the hospital. 


THE graduating exercises of the Hospital for Sick Children, 
Toronto, were held on Dee. 11th, in the Nurses’ Residence. Mr. J. 
Ross Robertson, Chairman of the Hospital Trust, presided, and 
among those present were Mr. W. F. Cockshutt; Miss Brent, Lady 
Superintendent; Miss Potts, Assistant Superintendent; Miss Kin- 
der, Supervisor of Probationers, and Mrs. Macbeth, Chief Dietitian; 
Miss Snively and Dr. Brown, of the Toronto General Hospital, and 
Miss Matheson, of the Isolation Hospital. President Falconer, of 
Toronto University, Dr. Allan Baines, Dr. Fotheringham, and Mr. 
I. H. Cameron gave interesting addresses. Mr. Robertson read the 
report prepared by Miss Brent of the work done in the Training 
School of the Hospital. He said: ‘‘The Training School for Nurses 
completed its twenty-second year September 30th, 1907, but up to 
1896 the work was very limited—for there were up to that date less 
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than a dozen nurses employed. The School really entered the field 
as a great Training School in 1896, when the present Superin- 
tendent, Miss Brent, took charge. One hundred and seventy-four > 
nurses have graduated since the formation of the School to Sep- 
tember 30th, 1907; 13 in this class makes the number up to the 
present 187. There are at present in the school 53 nurses, of whom 
9 are head nurses, 9 senior nurses, 9 intermediate, 12 junior nurses, 
and 14 probationers. The number who applied for admission dur- 
ing the year was 250, of whom 35 were accepted. This is the second 
class that has graduated since the opening of the Nurses’ Resi- 
dence. In the present graduating class nine have passed with hon- 
ors, the highest receiving 99 1-2 per cent. (Miss McCaul), the next 
two being 921-2 per cent. (Miss Wilson and Miss MecCuaig). 
Seventy-five per cent. is required for honors. The lowest number of 
marks was 73 per cent., which is rather a fair record, considering 
that there were six papers and four oral examinations. Although 
the total number of marks of the other graduates is not given, one 
passed with 99 per cent. in Dietetics, and three or four got over 90 
per cent. in Surgery and on their orals in Obstetrics four got over 
90 per cent. All of which goes to show that the class has proved 
very satisfactory and is up to, if not better, than the usual stand- 
ing. The nurse receiving the scholarship is Miss Maude Isaac, the 
Senior Class Scholarship, that of $50.00. Miss Laura Thomas re- 
ceives the prize for General Proficiency, $5.00 in gold. Miss Emily 
McCaul receives the prize for being first in her examination, $5.00 
in gold. The present graduating class is as follows: Ada Whicher, 
Ada Ballantyne, Laura Thomas, Marjory Wilson, Grace Thomp- 
son, Marguerite Holeroft, Rachel Amy, Maud Isaac, Ethel In- 
gram, Lillian Rodgers, Emily McCaul, May Watson, Lucey Me- 
Cuaig.’’ 


Tue Ottawa Graduate Nurse’s Association held its inaugural 
meeting as an organized Society in the lecture hall of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association, in the month of January, 1908. 
We are indebted to the Secretary, Miss Chesley, for an account 
of the meeting. The enthusiasm with which the idea of organiza- 
tion had been received by the graduate nurses of Ottawa was most 
encouraging, and a tangible witness to this fact is the very satis- 
factory initial membership roll—numbering seventy. The Associa- 
tion was very fortunate in having secured Miss Damer of New York 
State, to address the members on the benefits to be derived from 
organization. Miss Damer has quite an extraordinary power of 
presenting things clearly and forcibly, and carrying conviction 
to the minds of her hearers. Her efforts in Ottawa proved to 
be no exception. In the introductory part of her lecture she 
touched briefly on the gradual improvement in the methods of 
caring for the sick from the medieval dark days of nursing down 
to the present 20th century, laying stress on the remarkable impetus 
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given to this in America by the development of organization among 
the nurses of that country. For many years after the inaugura- 
tion of trained nursing there was no professional spirit of co-opera- 
tion among the nurses, each nurse was a mere unit with no code of 
ethics unless she made it for herself, no standard of work except 
that of her old hospital, whose traditions became in time merely a 
sentimental memory. This individualism received its first cura- 
tive treatment from the organization of Alumnae Associations, 
that of Bellevue Hospital nurses was organized in 1889. In 1896, 
the Associated Alumnae of the United States. This Society has affi- 
liated with it twenty-one State Societies and a membership roll of 
20,000. The primary objects of the various Alumnae were educa- 
tional and beneficial, becoming more altruistic, and undertaking 
broader work as time went on, enlisting with Municipal Boards of 
Health in preventive medicine in Public Schools, tenement house 
inspection, and in the anti-tuberculosis crusade, supporting their 
own district nurse, establishing club houses with registries in con- 
nection and by joint effort of the various alumnae in the different 
States securing State Registration placing nurses on the Board of 
Examiners of candidates for Registration of their own choosing. 
The latest outcome of the united efforts of the allied Alumnae of 
the Association, is the establishment of an endowment at the Colum- 
bia University of.a chain of Hospital economics, for the training 
of nurse teachers and Superintendents of hospitals, the value of 
this step cannot be over-estimated. Lastly, she exhorted the nurses 
of the newly formed Association to shake themselves free from com- 
mercialism and money making progress through nursing, to en- 
deavor to reach the acme of perfection in the quality of their 
nursing work, to cherish the highest ideals and to convince the pub- 
lic of the genuineness of their desire to co-operate in any movement 
for the alleviation of human suffering, and to join in advancing any 
work for the good of the community at large. 


THE monthly meeting of the Toronto Graduate Nurses’ Club was 
held in the lecture room of the Canadian Institute on Friday even- 
ing, December 20th. In the absence of the President, Miss Muir, 
the chair was taken by Miss Bowerman, who presided in her usual 
happy manner. Miss Hill outlined the work and aim of the Na- 
tional and International Council of Women, with a total member- 
ship of 7,000,000. The Women’s Council is especially active in the 
improvement of sanitary conditions in shops and factories and in 
working out such problems as the supply of pure milk and water. 
Miss Hill also gave information re the quinquennial to be held in 
Toronto in June, 1909, which promises to be one of the most im- 
portant and interesting conventions this city has seen. A most in- 
spiring address was then given by Dr. Sheard on ‘‘The Nurse as a 
Citizen.’’ Three important points emphasized by the speaker were: 
(1) Education, (2) Work, (3) Idealism. These were essential to the 
success of the nurse,whether in hospital, private or district work. 
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In connection with education, attention was drawn to the value of 
education; the companionship of education in itself, of good books, 
of good literature, the innate refinement which it begets—education 
is an introduction into all society, carrying with it everywhere the 
distinguishing marks of the educated—illustrated in conversation, 
character, dress and surroundings. Special emphasis was laid upon 
the taste for good reading. It was designated as a test which should 
stand one in good stead under every variety of circumstances, no 
matter how things might go against one or how the world might 
frown. That it was in itself universally a constant source of happi- 
ness, unless, indeed, there fell into the reader’s hands a most per- 
verse selection of books. That reading was indispensible to a 
nurse’s success, not merely technical reading, but that she should be 
fairly well acquainted with the literature of the day and the promi- 
nent authors of poetry and fiction. (2) When it came to work it 
was never to be forgotten that work in itself was one of the greatest 
blessings Providence could bestow. Provided the work was con- 
genial, it mattered not whether the work was in the field or in the 
mine, whether it was the delicately fingered artisan or the strong- 
armed, fiery-hearted worker at the forge, or the dim, obscure, senti- 
mental artist merely attempting to portray thought. That this was 
the incentive to progress; that work was the parent of genius; that 
geniuses were evolved from the ranks of the workers; that the great 
names that had adorned the history of the past were those of reso- 
lute workers, not idle dreamers. Michael Angelo, Gustav Doré, 
Rubens, Beethoven, Mozart, Goethe, were all men who often, very 
often, sat down like drudges to an unwilling task in which they 
speedily became engrossed. That these giant workers left behind 
them records of the successful achievement which the world wor- 
shipped as the product of genius. (3) The ideal of the nurse was 
above everything else. Sublime in her mission of mercy, in her 
daily and nightly watchings by the bedside of the suffering, in her 
visitations from door to door, teaching the laws of healthy living, in 
her answers to those seeking admission at the hospital door, who did 
not enquire whether they had a card or a name, but simply if they 
had a grief. That they should try and comprehend what a nurse’s 
work really meant. To be successful in nursing they should have 
the nurse’s ideal constantly before them. The innate love of reliev- 
ing human suffering and the love of the knowledge leading to such 
relief. The meeting was brought to a close by a vote of thanks 
being conveyed to Miss Hill and Dr. Sheard for their extremely in- 
teresting and helpful addresses.
